A LETTER FROM BAY. 


Chairman Dalzell presented the fol- 
owing letter from Secretary Bay on 
he subject: 
"To Hon. John Dalzell, Chairman 


Select Committee, etc.: I have re- 
ceived your letter 
of the 31st of 


March and in reply beg leave to say: 


"In the early part of December, 
809, Captain Christmas called upon 
me at this department and inform*! 
me that, through private and per- 
•onal sources In Copenhagen, he ha4 
become aware that there was a dis- 
position ama \g som* of the leading 
memb<js of tie Danish government 
to regtrd favorably an overture from 
the government of the United States 
coking to tbe acquisition of the Dan- 
ish islands. Be said that he had 
been a naval officer 
and spoke at 


some length in regard to the desira- 
bility of the island of St. John as a 
naval station for the United States. 
At my suggestion he conveyed whs*. 
further technical information he ha! 
on this subject to Admiral Bradford, 
of the navy department. Although 
he presented no credentials whatever 
and expressly declared he had n 
official character. I thought his stor; 
was of sufficient Interest to be worth 
investigation. 
I told him I would 


send a confidential and trusted ager. 
of this government to Copenhagen t 
aicertain unofficially the true stat 
of affairs and mentioned to him th 
name of Henry White, first secretary 
of 
embassy 
at London. Captai 


Chrisunaa said he would like to be i 
Copenhagen when Mr. White arrlve< 
and bring him into communKation 
with the members of the governmen 
whom he had mentioned. I gave him 
a note of introduction to Mr. Whit 
and they met in Copenhagen, where 
Captain Christmas h«il arranged fo 
«n Interview between Mr. White an 
a memt:- cf the Danish governmen 
Mr. Christmas was not present 
a 


this Interview 
and his connectio 


with the matter ceased entirely a 
that time. Be afterward, returned t 
Washington and I saw him once or 
twice, hut I told him that there was 
no need of the services *f any privat 
person 
In any 
negotiation whlc 


might be taken up between th* tin 
l*v*mmwu la regard to th* ac 


ulsltlon of the Island*. I Inclose a 
copy of a letter which I gave to th* 


snish minister In Washington at 
i* time of the signing of the recant 
reaty and also a copy of a letter 
hlch I have received from the Dan* 
h minister. Mr. Brun, dated the 
1st of March. 1908.

PIONEEB PHYSICIAN TELLS OF 


EABLT PRACTICE 


Dr. Bowtn't Interesting Response at 


the Homeopathic Society'* Ban- 


quet Friday. 


Dr. Q. W. Bowen. one of the pio- 


neer physicians of thii city and one 
of the oldest living practitioners of 
Northern ludlau made an interest- 
ing response to the toast.

email pox never die of tuberculosis— 
that is consumption. Dr. Bowen 
said: 


"It seenis to be expected that 
I 


should give a brief review of the 
diseases prevalent in this city fifty 
ytira ago. also of those denoting \ 
their effect for the benefit of the pub- 
lie. 


"Before I came to the city, five ' 


uuctors had died here, but fifty years , 
ago, this month, there was fifteen 
here; all of these arc d«ad but one. 
From 185O to 1855, there were very 
few forms or types of diseases, and 
with the exception of * few cases of 
cholera in 1633 and ISM. there was 
known and recognised only the itch. 
Intermittent fever, 
remittent and 


bilious fevers. There was bilious 
colic with cramps, bat the most dan- 
gerous cases were congestive and 
sinking chill*, that always r^mltrd 
in death at the third one. 


•The Itch was supposed to list as 


long as a Jewish Sabbatiral yt»«r, but 
some children did gtt well of it dur- 
ing the winter, so wh«n school closed 
in the spring, they had nothing to 
give awiy. The intermitttnt fever 
was an unwelcome 
visitor.

it was found another hold-up had 
b*eo mad.. After betas; put lu the 
call sh* round som* pi*ces of cord 
which ah* put with a sbsst from the 
bedding In th. cell, and with th. rope 
thus mad* attempted to hang h*r- 
self. 
Sh. was discovered and pre- 


vented from taking 
her lit., and 


was closely watched for a time. 
However, as she seemed np*ut*nt 


id as sh. promised not to repeat the 


performance, sh. was left alone. 


A stick had been left near her cell, 


and she reached out and got this and 
also secured some pap«r which she 
bound around the stick with a piece 
of cloth torn again from th. bedding. 
Putting this torch through ths bar 
she ignited it in the store, and then 
set fir. to the Jail building. 
The 


flames, which got a good headway 
before being discovered, were com- 
municated to the frame building in 
the rear of the Jsal, occupied by the 
fire department. 


Four firemen were asleep in the 


building and were not apprised of 
their danger until the building in 
which they were sleeping, and which 
contained the fire apparatus,
